dense that I could see nothing to therear and I supposed that the Brooklj p

fell short The Oregon was signaling tous the fall of our shot and we were sig-
naling

and with our guns tiring K lrich shells

Cook was ordered to go on board to make
terms or tell the terms to the commanding oQIcer of the Colon

On account of the steam having been
cutoltand some trouble with the boatswe were some little lime In getting theboats out In tha meantime we had slow ¬
ed down nd as ranldlv as It rnuM ti -
compllsbed one of tho cutters was finallyput out and the crew put In and Cap ¬
tain Cook went ov the side Into thoboat and wei t to the Colon and on boardof her J think he probably had a mileand a half to pull At any rate we werewaitlng wlth our guns trained on theColon nil this time In case of treacheryor any act of that kind on her partalthough I saw them throwing breech-blocks

overboard and did not suspect thatshe would do anj thing in the line oftrencherv
